After the departure of this maleontent,
thirty or forty more amenable sick were
treated, evory one of whom professed to be
better for l{w “shock.” Dr. Newlton then
blessed Liverpool with great unetion, and
announced his intention of going straightway
to London to heal and restore the unfortu-
nates of thot metropolis. In Londom this
singular practitioner seems to have gone to
‘alilﬁ greator lengihs, We are assured thal
there “‘the sick, the halt, and the blind ars
Ill]'l'll!_’il‘_]:, not to the ‘|IH~§ itals, bat to & man
who coolly asserts that he is endowed with
power to ¢ure disease.” One jonrnal gives
an account that quite goes beyond anything
we have heard of Dr. Newlon's proceedings
in this country. When a patient is placed
in bis bhands, aocording to this reporter,
he tells him that *‘it is 'l_\' love that this
is done, especially femals love, You
must love the doctor. You must bolieve
in him." After calling upon God and the an-
gels, he passes his hands over the face and
limbs of his patient, jerks his own limbs
about, as if through a shock of electricity,
and then deelares him cured. Nay, even
“1 ocket-handkerchiefs, n  waisteont, gloves,
eto,, presnmably of sick persons, wera handed
to him. These he wonld squecze, and call-
ing upon ‘God and the Holy Angels,” *‘The
Divive Power,” or the Holy Ghost,” he would
order the disense to leave the persons to whom
the article belonged, and would then dsuviare
them cured or fast recovering.” Fioally, woe
are informed that, as the people left the hall
where e was performing, he offered to give
o Divine blessing to all who would prss in
procession by him; and that some eighly or
ninety persons actually accepted his bene-
dition

We are not surprised to lenrn that the re-
spootable press of London stigmatizes all this
as blasphemons as well as ndiculons, The
wonder is that the populace continns to flock
in thousands to gape at and be edified by it.
The experience of the andacious Dr. Newton
15, however, but a fresh proof to be added to
the myrinds already existing, that the plea-
gure is ns great in being deceived as in de-
ceiving, Doubtless, a potent element of his
anccess i8 the fact that people out of health,
who, like the drowning, will clutch at a straw,
form so interested a part of his followers,
For, on the converse application of the mens
¢n corpore sano, the sick are always
among the most gullible of mankind.

THE DEFAULTING SOUTHERN
ROADS.
From the N. ¥. Sun.

During the rebellion all the SBouthern rail-
roads were in the hands of the Confederate
Government, and were employed exclusively
in its ﬁervice. Indead, it is not too much to
say, that without their aid the rebellion wonld
have heen impossible. So long as hostilities
lasted their managers were unable to prooure
new iron or new locomotives, and peace
found the roads altogether worn out and un-
provided for the business about to be thrust
upon them, The iron of their tracks was
used up, and their rolling stock was consum-
ed or worthless,

Some of these roads, however, had fallen
into the hands of the national authorities
some time before the termination of the war,
and had been put in good running order for
the use of the army. The line from Nashville
to Chattanooga, that from Memphis to Grand
Junetion, that from erry to Win-
oLester, and that trom Oity Point to Peters-
burg, and probably one or two others, were
furnisbed with new iron, new engines, 'and a
suflicient supply of platform cars. In these
ropairs and improvements the (mvorument
had employed a large sum of money.

Lad also aceumulated a considerable nnmbar
of new locomotives, and a large amount of
iron. The locomotives were all of the gauge
in uge in the Sonthern Btates—five foet wide—
nnd eonld not be employed upon any of the
Northern railroads, Aomrding!y, it was neces-
sary to dispose of them in the South. The
Southern companios, however, being without
menns, wers unable to pay cash either for
‘-'.._,_E!‘.'-'-i or for iron; and 1t was thought bast
both by President Johnson and by Secretary
Hianton to sell them the locomotives and the
iron belonging to the Government on credit,
e amount for which they were thus
trusted was something more than four
nillions of dollars; and we are sorry to say
that up to the present day their conduct has
not been such as to justify the confidence re-
posed in them,

Procisely which of the Southern railroad
companies are delinquent we are not in-
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, 1. rmed, but we learn gencrally that the roads

1 Tenuessee and those in the Bouthwest re-
!1.~u to pay. The reason by which these
companies attempt to justify their refusal is,
that during the war the Government made
use of their tracks for the transportation of
troops and supplies, and this serviece thoy at-
tempt to set ol aguinst their purchases from
the Government at the end of the war, Their
elaims have been rightfully disallowed by the
War Department; but the companies propose
lo test the guestion by bringing suits against
the military officers under whose authority
their rmul- wera used,

This design appears Lo us to exceed in im-
pudence nuything else that has been heard of
in modern times; and although it is not to be
expected that judgment oan be oblained
against any officer who used oune of these
risilroads, it would be quite proper for Con-
gress o pass a law to Pruhiblt the bLringing
of any such suits. The railroads were all
unlt ured pr E:rly they were just as much

subjeot to the will of the power which had
caplured them as were cannon and muskets
taken in battle. The companies which owned
them might, without injustice, have been
m!uuly deprived of their property; and the

ugbt to regard themselves as treated wi
utruurd.uuwy magnsaimity by the Govern-
isent when it freely restored to them the
rallroads with which they had done their best
to destroy the Union, The sale to them on
credit of four millions worth of iron and
locomotives was also sn act of extraordivary

generosity; and to propose to meel it, not by
vatright repudintion, bnt by selling ap sham
olaims, only proves that the compauics have
ot been eapsble of meriting the kind treat-
meont they have recoived, That kindness, we
presume, will not any longer be tried with
them. Their obligations should at oneo be
put in the way of collection; and they shonld
be made to feel the rigor of the law which
they have evaded and ontraged.

THE DOMINICAN ANNEXATION TREATY

GENERAL GRANT'S POLICY,

Prom the N, Y., Hevali
The views and the West Indian poliey of
Greneral Graut, embodied in his recent sps

cial message (o the Senale on the Dominican
annexation treaty, are vory Interssting and
of the bighest importance. He first treals of
the Monroe dootrine in reference to the West
Indian Islands, and characterizea the annexo-
tion of the island or the proposed division of
the island of St. Domingo na the practical
inauguration of that broad American doe-
trine. Ha thinks, too, that the fina opportn-
nity for this new departure in reference to
the West Indies should not be lost, beeanse
it gives a peaceful and practicsl selutien to

the great question and makes it a fixed poliey, |

On the other hand, ho contends that the re-
Jection of this Dominican treaty will
equivalent to the abandonmont of the Monroo
dootrive and an invitation to the Weslern
powers of Europe to intrighe for the control
and the poasession of the fesble, independont
Btates inthe Mexican Gulf and on the main
land to the sonthward,

Applying this argument directly to the Re-
public of Dominica (which three-
fourths of the splendid island of Hayti or St.

Qovers

| Domingo, the black Republic of Hayti ocou-

pying the remainder), General Grant says the
Dommuican Governiment is weak and uosble
to support itself any longer, that some more
powerinl nation will have to give it a holping
hand, and that if we refuse the liberal offers
of the Dominicans to join their fortunes
with ours, as a Territory of the Union, we
shall have no right to complain if they look
{for protection and seourity clsewherq, This
is a strong point, from which the President
proceeds to portray the great valne of the
island to the United States in a commereial,
military, and naval view of our sitnation and
deveélopment. In 8t. Domingo, he rightly
contends, we ghall have the key of thie Gull
of Mexico and the Caribbean Sea, aud by
guarding these waters, instead of waiting for
i foreign enemy to come pounding al our
very doors, he 1s kept ata distance, The
position, too, gives ns positively the contral
of the mnnifest destiny of the whole Wast
Indian group to which it belongs, the most
important consideration of all. The Iresi-
dent, therafore, rencws to the Senate his
recommendation for the ratification of the
trenty.

Why not? DBeecanse, they say, thers is a
job in it; but it fappears to us a good job for
the United States, The equivalent in money
ll.l\ru]\‘(d]‘inlifl[,ﬂlf‘l e—$1, 500,000 —and care-
fully guarded to this limitation the bargain to
us will be worth more than a handred mil-
livns. The Reciprooity treaty with the Sand-
wich Islands, which the Senate has just re-
jected, though a good thing, is a secondary
affair compared with this Dominican treaty,
which proposes to give us (for Hayti ia wa-ly
to follow Dominica) a large and one of the
very richest tropical islands in the world for
almost nothing. The time for the ratitication
bas been extended to the 1st of July next,
but it does not as yet appear that a two-thirds
vote of the Senate can be counted upon. The
main difficulty, it bas been represented to us,
lies with Benator Sumter, who is said to have
this objeotion, among others, to the sequisi-
tion of the island—viz.: that its population,
mainly of mulattoes and blacks, is of that
kind of which we have enongh already. This
may be a grim joke against the Senator; but
the objection involved is, at least, as good as
the best we have heard against the treaty,
which means that it ameunts to nothing,

Still, as it is to be apprehended that the
Bonnts, if left to itself, will delay action upon
this treaty till the end of the session, we
prefer the proposition of General Butler to
substitute & joint resolution for the treaty
form. A treaty requiring a two.thirds vote
for the annexation of L'exas was first tried in
the Senate, and it was rejected, the range of
vision of some of the Senators of that day,
as of this, being somewhat contracted; but
the joint resolution plan, which requires only
s majority vote, was next tried and carried
through; and from that act of annexation we
have now not only the great cattle, corn, and
cotten State of Texas, the golden State of
California and the silver State of New
but the Territories of Utah, Colorado, New
Mexico, and Arizona, and the Pacific Railroad
and upiversal liberty and eqnal rights,

Results perbaps as great, wonderful and
Elununﬂ mn{‘ follow the annexation of B8t

romingo, Who knows? It is enomgh that
with this annexation accomplished it flanka
Cuba, points the way to all the rest of the
West India islands and to the awaiting States
of Mexico and Central Awerica. It is, in-
deed, enough that this annexation will give
us at once the larger division of the fine
island of S5t. Domingo, and that the other di-
vision will shortly follow. Hence, to make it
sure, we approve the joint resolution plan of
General Buotler, and hope he will push it
through, General Grant's poliey, a8 devel-
oped on this question, is the true Amerionn
policy, and the only satisfactory application
of the Monroe doetrine,
